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AKRON 


All manufacturing employment in May declined 3 
per cent from April, 6 per cent from May, 1943, 
and 3 per cent in the first 5 months of the year 
as compared with the same period in 1943. Con- 
struction employment was down 5 per cent from 
April and 5 per cent from May, 1943. All manv- 
facturing pay rolls were up fractionally from April 
but decreased 5 per cent from May, 1943. For the 
year to date, manufacturing pay rolls were up 1 per 
cent. Cost of living increased fractionally from last 
month and for the year to date. Sales of 29 inde- 
pendent retailers increased 10 per cent from April 
and 8 per cent from May, 1948. Bank debits 
increased fractionally from April and 4 per cent 
from May of last year. 


CANTON 


May manufacturing employment declined 1 per 
cent from April, 5 per cent from May, 1943, and 
3 per cent for the first 5 months of the year as 
compared with the same period last year. All manu- 
facturing pay rolls were down 4 per cent from 
April, 5 per cent from May, 1948, and 2 per cent for 
the year to date. Retail sales of 31 independent 
retailers increased 13 per cent from April and for 
the first 5 months of the year were 8 per cent above 
the same period last year. Bank debits were down 
10 per cent from April but were up 5 per cent from 
May, 1943, and 9 per cent for the year to date. 


CINCINNATI 


All manufacturing employment dropped fraction- 
ally from April, 4 per cent from May, 1943, and for 
the first 5 months of the year was fractionally below 
the same period in 1948. Construction employment 
increased 1 per cent from April but was down 4 per 
cent from May, 1948. Manufacturing pay rolls were 
down fractionally from April but increased 2 per 
cent from May, 1948, and 8 per cent for the year to 
date. Cost of living was down 1 per cent from April. 
Sales of 48 independent retailers were up 11 per 
cent from April and 25 per cent from May, 1943. 
Retail food prices were down 1 per cent from April 
and fractionally for the year to date. 


CLEVELAND 


May manufacturing employment was down 1 per 
cent from April, 6 per cent from May, 1948, and 2 
per cent in the first 5 months of the year as compared 
with 1948. Construction employment was up 5 per 
from April and 18 per cent from May, 1943. Manu- 
facturing pay rolls were up 1 per cent from April 
but declined 3 per cent from May, 1943. Cost of 
living increased fractionally both from April and 
for the year to date. May sales of 103 independent 
retailers were up 11 per cent both from April and 
from May, 1948. Retail food prices rose fractionally 
from April and 1 per cent for the year to date. Bank 
debits declined 2 per cent from April but increased 
12 per cent from May, 19438. The steel industry 
operated at 89 per cent of capacity, which was 
4 per cent below the April rate.

COLUMBUS 


All manufacturing employment decreased 2 per 
cent from April and 4 per cent from May, 1943, but 
for the first 5 months of the year was 1 per cent 
above the same period last year. Manufacturing 
pay rolls rose 1 per cent from April, 4 per cent from 
May, 1948, and 9 per cent for the year to date. Retail 
sales of 49 independent retailers were up 9 per cent 
from April, 23 per cent from May, 1943, and for the 
first 5 months of the year were 10 per cent above 
the same period last year. Retail food prices declined 
fractionally from April. Bank debits were down 6 
per cent both from April and from May, 1943. 


DAYTON 


May manufacturing employment was down frac- 
tionally from April, 6 per cent from May, 1943, and 
4 per cent for the first 5 months of the year as 
compared with the same period in 1943. Construction 
declined 10 per cent from April and 9 per cent from 
May, 19438, but was up 18 per cent for the year to 
date. All manufacturing pay rolls declined fraction- 
ally from April but rose 33 per cent from May, 1943, 
and for the first 5 months of the year were 39 per 
cent above the same period last year. Sales of 31 
independent retailers were up 5 per cent both from 
April and from May, 1943. Cost of living declined 
less than 1 per cent from April and 1 per cent from 
May, 1943. Bank debits were down 7 per cent from 
last month and 4 per cent from May, 1943. 


TOLEDO 


Manufacturing employment in May declined frac- 
tionally from April but was up 5 per cent from 
May, 1948, and 9 per cent for the first 5 months of 
the year as compared with the same period in 1943. 
Manufacturing pay rolls were up 2 per cent from 
April, 7 per cent from May, 1943, and 12 per cent 
for the year to date. Cost of living declined frac- 
tionally from April but was up 1 per cent both from 
May, 1948, and for the year to date. Bank debits 
were down 9 per cent from April but rose 10 per cent 
from May, 1948. Industrial power consumption in- 
creased 4 per cent from April, 25 per cent from 
May, 1948, and for the first 5 months of the year 
was 22 per cent above 1943. 


YOUNGSTOWN 


May manufacturing employment declined 1 per 
cent from April but was up fractionally from May, 
1943, and 2 per cent for the year to date. All manu- 
facturing pay rolls declined 3 per cent from April 
but increased 6 per cent from May, 1948, and 11 per 
cent for the first 5 months of the year as compared 
with the same period in 1943. Cost of living was up 
fractionally from April. Retail sales of 25 inde- 
pendent retailers were up 7 per cent from April, 
29 per cent from May, 1943, and 11 per cent for the 
year to date. Bank debits dropped 7 per cent from 
April and 4 per cent from May, 1943. Industrial 
power consumption was down 9 per cent from last 
month. The steel industry operated at 96 per cent 
of capacity. 
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The Trend of Business 


IN THE UNITED STATES 

Business Activity for the four weeks ending June 24 
was down fractionally from the previous four weeks but 
was up 4 per cent from the corresponding period of 
1943 and for the first six months of the year was 5 
per cent above the same period last year, according to 
the New York Times index. 

Income Payments were up fractionally in May from 
April, 10 per cent from May, 1948, and 12 per cent for 
the first five months of the year from the same period last 
year. For the first five months of the year as compared 
with the same period last year, salaries and wages income 
were up 12 per cent; nonagricultural income 13 per cent; 
and agricultural income, 12 per cent. 

Industrial Production, as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board index, was unchanged in May from April and 
fractionally below May, 1943, but for the first five months 
of the year was 3 per cent above the same period last year. 

Munitions Production was up fractionally in May from 
April, 20 per cent from May, 1948, and for the first five 
months of the year was 30 per cent above the same period 
last year. 

Steel Production in May dropped 2 per cent from April, 
but was 2 per cent above May, 1943, and for the first 
five months of the year was 2 per cent above the same 
period last year. The steel industry in May operated at 
97 per cent of capacity, a drop of 2 per cent from April. 


Retail Trade increased in May. Sales of independent 
retailers were up 6 per cent from April and of chain stores 
3 per cent. Department store sales were unchanged as 
compared with May, 1943; sales of independent retailers 
were up 14 per cent; of department stores and chain 
stores, 12 per cent. 


Commodity Prices were little changed in May from 
April. Wholesale commodity prices, retail food prices, 
and the cost of living were up fractionally from April, 
and department store prices were unchanged. As com- 
pared with May, 1943, wholesale commodity prices and 
retail food prices were down fractionally and 5 per cent, 
respectively; department store prices and the cost of 
living were up fractionally. 


IN OHIO 

Bank Debits in 16 Ohio cities dropped 4 per cent in May 
from April but were 6 per cent above May, 1948. 

Agricultural Income was up 5 per cent in May from 
April and was only fractionally under May, 1943. For the 
first five months of the year as compared to the same 
period last year, agricultural income was up 7 per cent. 

Retail Trade continued upward through May. Sales of 
independent retailers were up 11 per cent in May from 
April, 11 per cent from May, 1943, and for the first 5 
months of the year were 6 per cent above the same period 


last year. Department store sales were up 10 per cent
